WASHINGTON (AP) — The weather man, with a 
touch of admiration for nature’s way s, said today 
the winter storm hammering the Northeast was born 
of ideal circumstances. 
Ideal, that is, to produce savage gales, snow drifts 
as much as 20 feet deep and such bone-chilling tem­ 
peratures as 35 below. 
A combination of conditions in such distant places 
as Tex as, the North Pole and Iceland was what did 
it, said Jerome Namias, chief of ex tended forecasts 
for the Weather Bureau. 
“Such storms do not occur at random,” he said. 
And he added that things may be tough in the North­ 
east for three or four more day s, with “tempera­ 
tures below normal but slowly moderating.” 
To understand the big wintry blow, y ou have to 
start with Tex as. Off that state on Dec. 27, an “in­ 
cipient disturbance” was noted—that is a bit of a 
tropical storm. Pretty feeble, this sprinkled rain 
over Tex as on the 28 th and over Louisiana and Ar­ 
kansas on the 29th. 
The air in this storm was relatively warm. Trouble 
is, just about that time, the upper air currents were 
bringing an unusual amount of cold air from the 
arctic. 
The front of this frigid air mass hit the Southern 
disturbance in the butt end. 
The strong clash in temperatures really began to 
churn things up. Temperature contrasts are what 
storms feed on, ex plained Namias. 
Then the air masses moved out over the Atlantic 
and the warm air of the^gulf stream acted like a gas 
burner under a kettle. Then things began to “boil,” 
as it were, though of course the turbulent air never 
really got hot. 
Now ordinarily , the storm might have moved off 
over Iceland and Greenland. But a high pressure 
area there sort of blocked it, and it turned more 
northerly instead. 
That’s what play ed hob with the folks up in Maine 
and elsewhere in the northeast.

Tor a by the Hebrews, have been given the Greek 
title “Pentateuch,” meaning “Five Rolls.” “These 
books, as a unit, trace the origin of both the earth 
and mankind in general, and then describe the call 
of God’s chosen people. They relate God’s dealings 
with Israel, the nation which was to be the channel 
through which all mankind might come to know of 
the one Redeemer. In these five introductory books, 
we watch the beginnings and development of the 
chosen nation, as the people were trained and pre­ 
pared to enter their Promised Land. Genesis ex ­ 
plains their origin and beginnings in general; Ex odus, 
their deliverance or ‘way out’ from bondage; 
Leviticus, their worship, directed by the Levites; 
Numbers ,their organization and wilderness wand­ 
erings; and Deuteronomy , the second giving of the 
Law in preparation for the entrance into Canaan.”

Genesis takes its title from the first three words 
of the book: “in the beginning,” meaning origin­ 
ation. It is characteristically a book of origins and 
beginnings and may be outlined as follows:

Will Push Plea 
In New Congress 


An effort to increase and expand 
the pension program for veterans 
of the First World War is the m a­ 
jor objective of the Veterans of 
World War I, Inc., when the new 
Congress convenes January 7. 


Edward J . Neron, of San Diego, 
California, 
National 
Commander 
of the Veterans of World War I, 
urges all eligible veterans to con­ 
tact the National Headquarters of 
the VWWI, at 40 G Street, N. E., 
Washington 2, D. C., in order to be 
informed on just what plans are be­ 
ing made for the proposals which 
will be presented to the new Con­ 
gress. Neron asks that all men who 
served in 1917 and 1918 forward 
their nam es, addresses and serial 
numbers to the headquarters and 
in return they will be supplied with 
complete and specific information 
concerning the legislative program 
of the Veterans of World War I. 


The latter organization is a com­ 
paratively new veterans group but 
on December 31 had enrolled over 
225,000 members. It was given a 
Congressional charter by the Con­ 
gress in 1958 and now ranks as the 
third largest veteran organization 
in the country. 


Mental Health 


Group in State 
Backs Budget 


“ Any hold-the-line budget only 
condemns the mentally ill to further 
inadequate 
treatment 
and 
long 
term custodial care,” stated Dr. 
Paul Burns, Montpelier, chairman 
! of the Committee on Legislation 
I and State Relations of the Indiana 
Association for Mental Health. 
Dr. Burns made that statement 
as he expressed his gratitude to the 
board of directors of the Indiana 
Association for Mental Health for 
taking a positive attitude t o w ard 
the announced budget to meet the 
needs of Indiana’s mentally ill un­ 
der the direction of the Depart­ 
ment of Mental Health. 
According to the resolution the 
balanced or hold-the-line budget for 
mental health is 77.9 million and 
the recommended budget is 98 .9 
million. Dr. S. T. Ginsberg, Com­ 
missioner of the Department of 
Mental Health, presented a bud­ 
get of items needed most urgent­ 
ly amounting to 115.9 million. 
The 
resolution 
further 
states 
that the m ajority party in the 
General Assembly will be the Re­ 
publican Party in each of the two 
houses although the margin is very 
close in the Senate. The m ajority 
party will control the Senate F i­ 
nance Committee and the House 
Ways and Means Committee. These 
committees determine the budget 
which is presented to the members 
of the legislature. Therefore, the 
board of directors of the Indiana 
Association 
for 
Mental 
Health, 
upon examining the Budget Re­ 
commendations of the Governor, 
made the following statement, “ The 
Association commends the Gover­ 
nor for the recommended budget 
which he has presented in the 
amount of 98 .9 million, the 77.9 mil­ 
lion balance budget represents a 
step backward in the care and 
treatment of the mentally ill. 
“ The Governor’s 98 .9 million rec­ 
ommended 
budget, 
a 
decrease 
from the 115.9 million, which Dr. 
Ginshberg’s analysis snowed to be 
necessary, represents a substantial 
step 
forward, 
deserving 
of the 
wholehearted support of the Indi­ 
ana General Assembly regardless o 
political affiliation. The board of 
directors of the Association . . . . 
calls upon the leadership of both 
parties to bring forth and support 
| a budget which will come even 


j closer to the 115.9 million biennial 


j budget presented by the Commis- 


j sioner of Mental Health. The Rev.
